feels that The TRIBUNE did not fair­ 
ly recite tile facts in relation to the 
meeting in which the club adopted 
resolutions asking the legislature 
to 
give the railroads a “ fair hearing" 
upon the proposal to increase pas­ 
senger fares in Wisconsin from two, 
cents to two and one-half cents per 
mile. 
One contention is that the club is j 
not committed to the increase, but 
/avors a legislative hearing to de­ 
termine its justice. 
The underlying fact is that 
the 
club members feel that higher pas­ 
senger rates mean 
better 
fre ig h t; 
rates. 
The plan of the railroads is to use! 
the resolutions and petitions as a 
foundation upon which to open the 
subject with such a showing of “pub­ 
lic sentiment” as will give backing 
to an increased rate expected to be 
ordered by the legislature. 
It seems to be considered import­ 
ant that this shall be done before 
publication of the report of the fed­ 
eral commission, due 
in July, so 
bearing upon the subject as to dis­ 
close the truth about the cost 
of 
carrying passengers. 
Ikjfs the Question 
Mr. MacMillie objects to the state­ 
ment that the club endorsed an 
ex­ 
ception whereby, should general pas­ 
senger fares go to two and one-half 
cents, the two-thousand mile books 
used largely by traveling salesmen of 
the m anufacturers ai^d jobbers, shall 
still be sold at two cents.
